Finance Committee Puts 
Seal of Its Approval on 
the Board’s Plea for Better 
School Facilities. 


COUNCIL TO CONSIDER 
APPROPRIATION MONDAY 


Mayor Opposed to “Double 
Sessions,” and It Is Not 
Believed He Will Use 


Veto on Sheet. 


Council's finance committee Thurs- 
day put the seal of approval on the 
school board's plea for better school 
facilities when it voted to put $11,812 
in the October apportionment sheet to 
employ forty-three additional gram- 
mar grade teachers to abolish the 
“double - session” evil, and five ad- 
ditiohal high school instructors to re- 
lieve the strain in those institutions. 

At 10 o’clock today the finance com- 
mittee will hold its final session. 

The tentative sheet, carrying a to- 
tal general fund of $42,650, will be 
adopted, and whether or not the 
schools will get the relief demanded 
by more than 1,500 sparsely taught 
victims of the “double session” will 
be shifted to Atlanta’s general council 
and Mayor James G. Woodward. 

Make Up Deficit. 

The finance’ committee will end its 
labors when it finally adopts the ten- 
tative sheet. After almost a week of 
and pruning the com- 
1ittee finally made up a $42,812 de- 
cit by adding $7,500 anticipated reve- 
nue from tax deeds, $6,200 tax reve- 
nue, $15,000 estimated revenue from 
gewer accounts and $13,900. recalled 
from appropriations already set aside. 

Council will meet Monday to consider 
the sheet. Indications are that it’ will 
be adopted and passed on to the al- 
dermanic board, and in the event the 
aldermanic beard approves it, it will 
go to Mayor Woodward for approval. 

The mayor does not approve the ac- 
tion of the finance committee in add- 
ing the two items—$7,500 from tax 
deeds and $6,200.tax revenue—to the 
revenue side of the sheet. He says 
that the committee's estimate too 
arge.

He assured the school board that 
he would aid the committee in getting 
funds sufficient to end the “double 
session” evil, and members do not re- 
gard it likely that the mayor will, in 
view of the imperative need of the 
schools, veto the sheet. 

That the finance committee 
up the best sheet possible under the 
trying circumstances under which it 
worked is agreed by city officials who 
were present at the various sessions. 
At the outset the conmimittee faced a 
deficit of $31,000, which. was further 
increased to $42,815 by the school 
board’s request for $11,815 for ad- 
ditional teachers. 

The committee 
fund of $28,760 by 
anticipated revenue as 
took from previously appropriated 
funds the following: From legal de- 
partment fund, $9,500; West Mitchell 
street improvement fund, $4,000; and 
$400 from the Peachtree “bottle neck” 
fund. 

Chairman W. G Humphrey stood al- 
most alone in his i:ght to recall all un- 
expended funds previously set aside 
for improvements, such as school prob- 
lems and other departmental needs, in- 
stead of forcing these problems to 
depend for relief on the funds antici- 
pated in the tax office. 

Will Work on Council. 

From now on the school board will 
center its activities on members of 
council and will urge Mayor Woodward 
to approve the sheet in the event it is 
passed up favorably by council. To 
delay the adoption of the sheet will 
be only to place in jeopardy the $11,- 
815 which the finance committee voted 
almost unanimously for the relief of 
the school. board. 

Mavor Woodward explained Thurs- 
day that until he examines the tenta- 
tive sheet he will not comment on the 
finance committee's work. He _ also 
stated that he will probably not see 
the sheet until it reaches him after 
being disposed of in both branches of

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PEACE PACT FOR RUSSIA 
AND THE UNITED STATES 


Washington. October 1.—Secretary 
Bryan, for the United States. and Am- 
bassador Bakhmetieff. for Russia, to- 
day signed a treaty binding the two 
nations to submit all disputes that 
cannot be settled diplomatically to an 
international commission of five mem- 
bers for investigation during a period 
“of at least one year, during which 
hostilities may not be commenced. 

This is the twenty-seventh of the so- 
called investigation treaties. Similar 
pacts have been signed between the 
United States and Great Britain and 
France. No treaty of any kind has ex- 
isted between the United States and 
Russia since President Taft abrogated 
the commercial treaty of 1832.

Police Commissioner George KE. John- 
son was elected recorder over John Y. 
Smith, member of the legislature, with 
a majority of 371 votes. Johnson car- 
ried twelve out of fifteen precincts 
with a total vote of 3,984 against 
Smith's 3,613. 

In the race for city tax collector 
Frank Smith defeated E. E. Williams, 
the incumbent, with a majority of 
1,544 votes. Smith earried fourteen 
out of fifteen wards, polling a total 
of 4,592 votes against 3,028 cast for 
Williams. 


Candidates 


In First Primary. 

In the first primary John 
and E. E. Williams were the leading 
candidates. Smith’s majority in the 
first race was 916 votes over Johnson, 
and Williams rolled up a majority of 
265 against Smith. 

In the last stages of the campaign 
the two races furnished considerable 
political interest for the reason that 
both Johnson and Frank Smith made 
vigorous campaigns. 

Frank Smith, who was elected over 
E. E. Williams to the office of city 
tax collector, was until recently a 
deputy in the office under his op- 
ponent, Williams. Smith resigned from 
the place about six months ago, al- 
leging at the time that on account of 
friction between himself and Williams 
it was “iy acs for him to serve. 

Smith egan an active campaign 
soon after resigning his place and on 
the strength of promises of reforming 
the system of “window collections,” he 
gained considerable support. Ed Payne 
and S. D. Lassalle entered the race and 
were in at the finish. In the second 
contest held Thursday Smith gained 
hundreds of votes cast in the first 
primary for Payne and Lassalle. 

In the last ten ‘days of his campaign 
Johnson mustered enough support to 
elect him. He was actively supported 
by Thomas H. Goodwin and Judge 
Preston, the lowest candidates in the 
first primary. 

Despite the threatening 
7,613 votes were cast.

GERMANS REALIZING 


Berlin Editor Admits British 
Troops Are Making Them- 
selves Felt.

October 1.—A graphic picture 
of the desolation of Belgium was 
brought to London today by J. H. 
Whitehouse, member of parliament 
from Lanarkshire, who has just return- 
ed from a tour around Antwerp to as- 
sist in relief measures. 

Mr. Whitehouse made the journey 
outside Antwerp with two military cars, 
attended by Belgian officials. Describd- 
ing the damage which he says the Bel- 
gians had to inflict upon themselves 
to supplement the defenses of Antwerp, 
he said: 

“Hundreds of thousands of trees had 
been cut down, so that at some points 
of our journey we had the impression 
of passing through a wilderness of 
roots. The tree trunks had been re- 
moved, so as to afford no cover to the 
enemy. All houses had been blown up 
or otherwise destroyed. Later we pass- 
ed through the country which had been 
flooded as a further measure of defense. 
The damage resulting from these pre- 
cautionary measures alone amounted tu 
$50,000,000. 

“In the villages all ordinary life was 
arrested. Women and children were 
standing or sitting, dumb and patient. 
by the roadside. 

Awful Fate of Termonde. 

“TI had read newspaper accounts of 
the destruction of Termonde, and had 
seen photographs, but they ha not 
conveyed any realigation of the vce 
of what actually happened. Termdnde 
a few weeks ago was a beautiful cjty 
of about 16,000 inhabitants, a_ city 
which contained buildings of surpass- 
ing interest. 

“I went through street after street, 
square after square, and I found: every 
house entirely destroyed with all its 
contents. It was not the result of 
bombardment; it was systematic de- 
struction. In each house a separate 
bomb had been placed which had blown 
up the interior and set fire to the con- 
tents. All that remained were portions 
of the outer walls, still falling, and

Crack Troops of the Kaiser 

Charge to Certain Death 
in Attempt to Break the 
Line of Their Foes. 


Bordeaux, October 1.—The defeat of 
16,000 Prussian guards who attacked 
the French center September 26, is 
described today in 
As soon as news of the German advance 
was received French cavalry was sent 
to hold the enemy at Auberive, to give 
the artillery and infantry time to come 
up from Souain, a place near Auberfive. 
But while the French dragoons 
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F resh Troops Hurled 
At Crumpling Wings 
Of Kaiser’s Armies 


were 


preparing to defend Auberive a brigade 


of Death's Head Hussars, avoiding the 
village, came across the.vineyards and 
fields with the intention of surprising 
the French artillery on the march. 

It was a critical moment. The French 
dragoons were 2 miles ahead and the 
infantry 2 miles behind the gunners, 
who were in danger of being sabred 
across their guns. The Hussars were 
only three-fourths of a mile away, gal- 
loping furiously. In two minutes the 
guns were unlimbered and lined up 
along the road. The enemy then was 
only 500 yards away and the command 
could be heard to prepare to charge 
with guns. 

Guns Shatter Prussians. 

In the charge the Prussian cavalry 
gathered speed with every yard. When 
they were 200 yards away the French 
gunners aimed and there was a flash 
of.fire. Through the blue smoke the 
artillerymen could see the enemy's 
horses rearing and officers trying 
vainly to rally the broken lines. 

A second time the battery hurled 
death into the doomed brigade. A 
great silence succeeded the. thunder 
of hoofs and- the shouting of men. Two 
thousand horsemen lay as if struck by 
lightning. Here and there  wotnded 
horse Strugsgied to shake himself clear 
from the heaped. dead. 

But the artillerymén did not gaze 
long on this scene of carnage. They 
limbered their guns and rattled off to 
aid the Dragoons, who were hard 
pressed and falling back along the 
highway. The guns were a welcome 
relief. This time the struggle was 
more even. The German quick firers 
returned the fire with interest, out 
the French infantry arrived and de- 
ployed among the vines, a bugle rang 
out and their bayonets flashed in the 
sun as they dashed forward. 

Regiment Annihilated. 

Without cavalry to aid it the Prus- 
Sian guard was obliged to fall back. 
A battalion of Zouaves 
and occupied thé valley of the Suippes, 
threatening to place the guard between 
two fires. A regiment of Grenadiers 
sacrificed itself to cover the retreat of 
the German columns on Rheims. Five 
times the Grenadiers hurled themselves 
against the French. They were re- 
pulsed every time, and after the fifth 
Charge. only one section was left, 
handful of men surrounding the flag. 

Then first one, then two and then 
ten of the Grenadiers threw down their 
arms. A hundred men, mostly wouand- 
ed, were all that were left of a splen- 
did regiment. But their sacrifice had 
not been useless, for it enabled the 
column to get safely under the guys

the French admit they suffered a tem- 
porary reverse, but later regained the 
ground. Tonight’s report that further 
progress had been made, indicates that 
they have penetrated north of Albert. 


ALLIES PROGRESS 
ON THEIR RIGHT. 


On the allies’ right, in southern 
Woevre, where progress also is report- 
ed, the French have been fighting to 
compel the Germans, who crossed the 
Meuse at St. Mihiel, to return to the 
eastern side of the river. 

The statement last night that the 
French had occupied Seicheprey and 
Rupt de Mad, suggested that this al- 
ready had heen accomplished, but it 
has not been officially announced. 

Along the extended front the Oise 
to the Meuse, except the fighting men- 
tioned on the wings, nothing has hap- 
pened that the French staff considers 
worthy of mention. It cannot be that 
the troops in these positions are entire- 
ly idle. It is known that an artillery 
duel is going on continuously, but prob- 
ably neither side has moved forward, 
while the infantry has been constantly 
on the alert to meet attacks and 
counter attacks. 

For a time the Germans had the bet- 
ter of the’ artillery fighting, as they 
possessed the bigger guns. This situa- 
tion now is said to have been over- 
come. for the French have brought up 
additional artillery, including some big 
naval guns, which are credited with 
being able to outrange the German 
guns by 700 yards and which are being 
used to drive the Germans out of their 
strongly fortified positions 


INDIAN TROOPS 
JOIN THE ALLIES. 


Both sides appear confident. The 
Germans. bringing up reinforcements 
to meet the attempts to outflank them, 
are in what appears to be almost im- 
pregnable positions and are fighting 
sternly. 

The allies, on the other hand, place

front. The Indian troops should now 
be with the British army, the official 
bureau having today permitted the pub- 
lication of the fact that they landed 
in Franec last Friday. 

Of course, it is now known where 
the Indian troops are going, but it is 
believed the left wing will be stiffened 
by them. Some of the territorials also 
have reached Field Marshal French. 
These include the London Scottish, one 
of the best of England’s volunteer reg- 
iments, recruited from Scotchmen in 
London. They have reached a high 
state of efficiency, and in their ranks 
are some of the best marksmen in the 
empire. Among them are a number of 
men who competed with the United 
States for the Palma trophy a few years 
ago. 

A call has been issued for British 
railway men to go to France and as- 
Sist in working the railroads there. 

With the German attack on the outer 
fortifications on Antwerp, again Bel- 
gium has become the scene of serious 
operations. The invaders, so far, have 
confined their attack to the forts pro- 
tecting the river crossings between Ma- 
lines and Antwerp. 

A German report says two forts have 
been Silenced, but the Belgians deny 
this. They declare the forts stopped 
firing as a ruse, and that when the 
German field artillery approached to 


take them they reopened fire, decimat- 
ing the Germans. 

There is no indication of the strength 
of the Germans at that point, but it 
is presumed they ‘have launched no 


mean force against the formidable de- 
fenses of the temporary capital. 


RUSSIAN FORCES 
STILL ADVANCE. 


According to a Rome dispatch, the 
Russian ambassador there has issued 
a statement saying the Russians have 
destroyed-the Austrian army in Galicia 
and they now are turning their atten- 
tion to Przemys! and Cracow. A great 
battle is impending before Cracow, and 
on its result will depend future move- 
ments of the Russian army. Victory 
to the Russian emperor’s troops would 
permit a junction of these forces with 
the Russian central army and an ad- 
vance into Silesia. 

The Russians in the north, according 
to Petrograd accounts, have checked 
the Germans’ advance and driven them 
back thirty miles to the region of Su- 
walki and Miriampol. The Germans, 
however, continue to bombard the fort 
of Ossowetz. Their operations in this 
district have been impeded by the 
marshy nature of the country, which 
prevents the movements of heavy guns 
and transports. 

Austria has made immediate response 
to lItaly’s demand for an explanation 
of the sowing of mines in the Adriatic, 
promising to indemnify the families of 
the fishermen who lost their lives and 
to adopt measures to prevent a repe- 
tition of such occurrences. 

A quietus has been given reports that 
the relations between the allies and 
Turkey are critical, both the British 
foreign office and the Turkish embassy 
issuing denials. The British naval mis- 
sion, which went to Tunkey to reorgan- 
ize the Turkish navy after the Balkan 
wars. has returned to England, how- 
ever, arriving today. 


French Exact Bloody Revenge 
ForSedanDef eat44 Y ears Ago 


London, October 1.—During the 
strategical retreat of the allies south- 
ward from the Belgian frontier, the 
French troops exacted from the Ger- 
mans bloody revenge for the French 
defeat at Sedan. forty-four years be- 
fore. 

On this same battlefield, according to 
the Paris correspondent of The Daily 
Mail, the Germans suffered one of the 
worst defeats of their present invasion. 
They were led into a trap which cost 
them thousands of men, he says. The 
French could have held their position 
indefinitely, but Strategy required them 
to continue falling back with the re- 
mainder-of the allies along the line. 
Here is the story of the second battle 
of Sedan, as told by the correspondnet: 

“The French general ordered his 
troops to fall back across the river and 
take up positions on the opposite 
heights. The bridges were mined, but 
were left standing in order to deceive 
the Germans into thinking that the 
French were retreating hastily. The 


ruse gucceeded. The Germans advanced 
across the bridges in close formation. 
When several German regiments had 
crossed, the French blew up the bridges 
and the French artillery started firing 
at a hundred German columns which 
retreated hastily to the river only to 
find the bridges gone. ' 

“The French regiments then advanced 
with quick firers, and the merciless 
slaying continued until dusk. Many 
Germans threw down their arms and 
attempted to swim the river, and large 
numbers were drowned. When night- 
fall came, the French brought up 
searchlights and continued the work of 
carnage. 

“The artillery threw shells at the 
rate of a dozen rounds a minute into 
the German ranks, and varied its tac- 
tics by throwing incendiary shells into 
the forest where part of the German 
force had taken refuge. The burning 
woods litup the whole front of fifteen 
miles. 

“In the morning an armistice of two 
hours was granted to allow the Ger- 
mans to bury their dead. The French 
nee suffered the loss of only a hand-

Repulse of Allied Attacks 
Claimed by the German Staff 


London, October 1.—An official state- 
ment issued from German general 
headquarters under date of the evening 
of September 30 is given in a dispatch 
to Reuter’s Telegram company frdm 
Berlin via Amsterdam. It says: 

“The hostile forces advancing to the 
north and south of Albert (a town of 
France eighteen miles northeast of 

p' 


Amiens) have been repulsed. The 
front battle line is without news. 

“In Argonne our attack is progress- 
ing steadily, though slowly. At the 
outer forts on the Meuse the line is 
without change. 

“Yesterday the enemy advanced in 
Alsace and Lorraine in the central 
Vosges. His attacks were energetic- 
ally repulsed. The eastern theater is 
without news.” 


AMERICAN FOODSTUFFS 
MAY Be SENT 10 HOLLAND 


Washington, October 1.—The British 
government today, through Ambassa- 
dor Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, notified the 
State department that Great Britain 
would not interfere with shipments of 
foodstuffs from the United States to 
Holland. 

Great Britain also has agreed to re- 
lease any seized cargoes aS soon as 
it is established that their destination 
is Holland. It is understood that Great 
Britain has impressed upon Holland 
that according to her duties as a neu- 
tral state she must not permit food- 
stuffs or other cargoes destined to 
the German army to pass her borders. 
The practical effect of the arrangement 
is expected to be that foodstuffs may 
possibly pass into Germany if it is 
clearly established that their use is 
to be confined to civilians, as in notify- 
ing the United States of its action the 
British government stipulated no re- 
strictions on destinations. 

The understanding, however, applies 
only to the status of shipments in tran- 
sit between the United States and Hol- 
land or any other neutral country. 

It was said at the state department 
that there had been no friction what- 
ever between the United States and 
Great Britain or any other country in 
regard to the disposition of contraband 
or conditional contraband up to this 
point. Announcement of the exemption 
is only one step toward the solution of 
the whole difficult question under the 
new registrations in the declaration of 
London. 

The state department today gave out 
the following statement: 

“Tt is understood that the British 
government intends to revise their 
proclamation with regard to contra- 
band and, meanwhile, in neutral ships, 
goods such as foodstuffs consigned to 
Holland in respect of which the Neth- 
erlands government has placed an 
embargo on exportations will not be 
treated as contraband.” 

President Wilson told dealers’ that 
the British government has been most 
friendly in its attitude on shipments of 
possible unneutral character in Ameri- 
can vessels and had shown a willing- 
ness to discuss the question. He de- 
clared he had no doubt that a satis- 
factory arrangement would be reached. 


RAILROADS TO DELIVER 
COTTON EXHIBITS FREE 


Albany Ga, October 1.—(Special.)— 
At a meeting of the committee in 
charge of the miniature cotton exposi- 
tion held today in conjunction with the 
convention of the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in Albany, October 27- 
30, a resolution was passed instructing 
John Mack, secretary of the chamber 
of commerce, to notify all manufactur- 
ers and others interested that all ex- 
hibits intended for this exposition must 
be shipped in time to arrive in Albany 
ten days prior to the opening date of 
the convention. 

The Southern Express company will 
deliver free all packages weighing 40 
pounds and under, and all railroads 
in Georgia have likewise agreed to de- 
liver free any article shipped by 
freight when’ intended solely for ex- 
hibition purposes. All articles so ship- 
ped must be plainly marked as follows: 
John H. Mock, care chamber of com- 
merce, Albany, Ga. 


SUMS ADVANCED TO OPEN 
SCHOOLS IN BEN HILL CO. 


Fitzgerald, Ga, October 1.—(Special.) 
The county board of education decided 
some time ago not to open the rural 
schools until the first of January, 1915, 
on account of the lack of money to pay 
the teachers, but since then a plan has 
been developed, upon a suggestion of 
I Gelders, of The Leader-Enterprise, 
by which money will be furnished to 
run the schools. As other counties 
are in the same position, this plan 
might help them also. 

A number ‘of the public-spirited 
moneyed men of Fitzgerald agreed to 
buy fifty dollars’ worth of school war- 
rants each, and the First National bank 
and the Exchange National bank 
agreed to supply the balance needed 
until taxes came in, the tax collector, 
Fred Graham, agreeing to accept the 
warrants in payment for taxes. this fall. 

This arrangement will enable the 
schools to open on the second Monday 
in October, by which time most of the 
cotton will be picked and the children 
will be ready to attend school. 
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SOLID SOUTH GOING, 
~ DECLARES ROOSEVELT 


Philafelphia. October 1.—Ureging the 
election of Gifford Pinchot, Washing- 
ton party candidate for United States 
senator, and calling on Pennsylvania 
voters to defeat Pinchot’s opponent, 
Senator Boies Penrose, whom he at- 
tacked as “embodying the evils of ma- 
Chine politics,” Theodore Roosevelt 
jumped into the Pennsylvania politica) 
campaign tonight with a speech in the 
First regiment armory here. 

The colonel also urged the election 
of Vance McCormick, democratic can- 
didate for governor, who was placed on 
the progressive ticket after the with- 
drawal of William Draper Lewis. 

“T ask first for the support of Gif- 
ford Pinchot for United States senator 
that the defeat of #*enrose may be in- 
sured, and then for tne support of Mc- 
Cormick and the rest of the Washineg- 
ton party ticket to wipe out Penrose- 
ism,’ said the former president. “Gif- 
ford Pinchot’s election would be an 
honor not only to Pennsylvania but to 
the entire United States.”’

_ He had served for thirty-five years 
in various gangs and was with one of 
the Fulton camps when pardoned. 
Knowing nothing of the happenings 
of the outside world, with no friends 
save the convict guards, ignorant of 
everything but the affairs of the camp, 
and too old to learn how to earn a 
livelihood, he applied for and was given 
a job by the warden of his old camp at 
$40 a month and board and intended to 
spend the balance of his days in the 
camp with his old associates. Now, 
however, the legacy of his sister will 
provide a home and means with which 
to start life anew and brighter days 
seem to be ahead for him.

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RUSSIANS BREAK 
GERMAN CENTER 


Heavy Losses for Kaiser’s 
Forces Operating in East. 
Russians Camp on Kaiser’s 
Estate in East Prussia. 


London, October 1.—A Reuters Pe- 


trograd dispatch says: 

“In the Suwalki district the Russians 
foiled two German attempts to force 
a passage of the Niemen river between 
Olita on the north and Druskeniki on 
the south. Military critics point out 
that with the capture of Augustowo 
and Koptzyewo the Russians have 
broken the German center. 

“The German line extended from Os- 
sowetz to Simno, and the Russians, with 
great bravery, have expelled the Ger- 
mans from their trenchés on the lakes, 
which are divided by only from 2 to 5 
miles of dry land. 

“According to reports the German 
losses at Druskeniki amounted to 20,- 
000. The rains have mired the roads 
so that many German guns have been 
embedded and lost.” 

“The recent fighting has been san- 
guinary, two German divisions having 
been destroyed in the: battle of Dru- 
skeniki. In the west of Russian Po- 
land the brushes between the advance 
guards continue. 

Don’t Like German Humor. 

“The Polish peasants are extremely 
bitter against the Germans and this 
feeling has been increased by contact 
with German humor. As an instance 
the Germans everywhere pretended to 
pay for supplies with documents writ- 
ten in German, which the peasants do 
not understand. When translated the 
peasants found that these papers had 
inscribed thereon that ‘whoever pre- 
sents this at the end of the war will 
be hanged.’ 

“There has probably been sniping by 
the civilian’ population, as the bodies 
of six peasants were found hanging 
to a tree in a Polish town a few days 
ago. Their fellow townsmen vowed 
to have revenge and two days later a 
German scouting party found the 
bodies of twenty-two German soldiers 
hanging from the same tree. 

Russians Camp on Kaiser’s Estate. 

“A letter received here from a Rus- 
sian officer who is camping on the 
estate of Emperor William at Romin- 
ten, East Prussia, says: 

“*William’s estate is magnificently 
equipped and we have everything at 
our disposal which we could wish. We 
are enjoying particularly delicious 
dinners prepared by his fine cooks. 

““His park swarms with rare ani- 
mais and birds. We are teaching his 
parrots the Russian language and they 
are learning to address their imperial 
master with compliments I should 
blush to repeat in company.’”’

BELGIUM LAID WASTE 
BY GERMAN INVADERS 


Continued From Page One. 


inside the cinders of the contents of 
the buildings. Not a shred of furni- 
ture or anything else remained. 

“Of the population I thought that 
not a soul remained. I was wrong, for 
as we turned into a square where the 
wreck of what had been one of the 
most beautiful of Gothic churches met 


| my eyes, a blind woman and her daugh- 


ter groped among the ruins. They 
were the sole living creatures in the 
whole town. 

“Shops, factories, churches 
houses all were destroyed. One 
fication only have I to make of this 
statement. Two, or perhaps three, 
houses bore the German command in 
chalk that they were not to be burn- 
ed. Where a destroyed house had ob- 
viously contained articles of value 
looting had taken place. 

Unexampled Misery. 

“I inquired what had become of the 
population. It was a question to 
which no direct reply could be given. 
They had fled in all directions. Some 
had reached Antwerp, but a great num- 
ber were wandering about the coun- 
try, panic-stricken and starving. Many 
were dead. 

“What had happened at Termondé 
was similar to what had happened in 
other parts of Belgium under the mili- 
tary occupation of Germany. The re- 
sult is that conditions have been set 
up for the civilian population through- 
out the occupied territory of unexam- 
pled misery. Comporatively few refu- 
gees have reached this country. Others 
remain wandering about Belgium, 
flocking into other towns and villages 
or fleeing to points across the Dutch 
frontier. 

“The whole life of the nation has 
been arrested. Food supplies which 
‘ reach he civilian 
population are being taken by the 
German troops for their own Support. 
The peasants and poor are without the 
necessities of life and starvation con- 
ditions grow more acute every day. 
Even where there is a supply of wheat 
available the peasants are not allow- 
ed to use their windmills owing to the 
German fear they will send signals to 
the Belgian army. : 

“We are, therefore, face to face with 


and

a condition which rarely, if ever, has 
been faced in the history of the world 
—an entire nation in a state of famine 
and that within half a day’s journey of 
our own shores. 

Germans Prepared to Destroy. 

“The completeness of the destruc- 
tion in each .individual case was ex- 
plained to me later by the Belgian 
ministers, who described numerous ap- 

liances the German soldiers carried 
or destroying property. Not only 
were various hand bombs carried, but 
each soldier was supplied with a quan- 
tity of small black dises a little big- 
ger than a six penny piece. 

“I saw some of these discs which 
had been taken from German soldiers 
on the battlefield. These were de- 
scribed as composed of compressed ben- 
zine. When lighted they burn brilliant- 
ly for a few minutes and are sufficient 
to start whatever fire is necessary after 
the explosion of a bomb. 

“To the conditions of famine and 
homelessness which exist on such a 
stupendous scale there must be added 
one which -is bad—the mental panic 
many survivors suffer. I understand 
how inevitable this was when I saw 
and heard them passed through. Eye 
witnesses of unimpeachable character 
described the sufferings of women and 
children at Liege. 


Saw Their Loved Ones Shot. 


“As they fled from their burning 
houses, clinging to husbands and fath- 
ers, they were violently pulled away 
and saw their male relatives shot a few 
yards from them. 

“IT should supplement what I have 
said regarding conditions of Belgium 
with some reference to Antwerp, where 
there is a wonderful contrast to the 
rest of the country. The first impres- 
sion of the visitor is that there is lit- 
tle change between its life now and in 
the days of peace. Shops are open, 
streets crowded and everywhere there 
is eager activity. By midday the streets 
are, congested. 

Early editions of the papers are 
bought eagerly. This continues until 
early evening, but by 8 o’clock a most 
extraordinary change has fallen on the 
city. 

“Not a light of any kind in house 
or in shop is to be seen. No lamps are 
lit in the streets and the city is 
plunged into darkness. Not a goul re- 
mains in the streets. To the darkness 
there is added profound silence. It is 
as though this amazing city suddenly 
has been blotted out.”

Students 


Attorney General Grice Tells 


of Opportunities 


Speaking before the students of the 
Atlanta Law school, as well as before a 
large number of Atlanta lawyers who 
gathered for the opening exercises of 
the school Thursday afternoon, Attor- 
ney General Warren Grice declared that 
there are more opportunities for young 
men in the field of law than in any 
other profession today. 

Hamilton Douglas, dean of the law 
school, also made an address outlining 
the purpose and ideals of the school and 
describing the courses for the coming 
year. Hanson W. Jones, the new addi- 
tion to the faculfyY, who was formerly 
professor of languages at the Boys’ 
High school; Robert S. Parker, profes- 
sor of equity jurisprudence; C. B. 
Reynolds, of the course in real prop- 
erty, and Wharton O. Wilson, head of 
the practice court, also made addresses. 

The principal address of the exer- 
cises was that of Attorney General 
Grice, his subject being “The Rewards 
of the Practice of Law.” He discussed 
the question of monetary emoluments 
as well as the other advantages of law 
practice. He summed up the opportu- 
nities of a lawyer in five divisions: 

First, the financial reward, which, 
while not as fabulous as in many lines 


of business, is large enough to insure 
a life of comfort and satisfaction, he 
said. 

Second, the opportunity to climb the 
political ladder; many positions, such as 
judges and _ solicitors, being filled by 
awyers alone, while the large majority 
of lawmakers also are lawyers. 

Third, the opportunity to gain prom- 
inence in the community without en- 
tering politics. 

Fourth, the opportunity of service to 
the world and to the cause of humanity. 

Fifth, the delightful companionship 
with high-minded men which the prac- 
tice of law affords. 

Sixth, the higher and nobler concep- 
tion of life which a lawyer gains 
through his work and his study of 
world problems. 

“These are merely suggestions as to 
the tremendous field and~.anifold op- 
portunities ahead of you commenc- 
ing the study of law,” sa.d Mr. Grice 
in closing. “May you never regret 
having cast your lot with the 
lawyers. They are generous, they are 
charitable, they are broad-minded and 
they are performing a useful work in 
this world. And if you enter whole- 
heartedly into the profession and give 
it your very best, when the battle is 
over and you approach the gented 
city on the other side of the river, you 
will be proud to say to the guard at 
the gates of heaven, ‘Let me pitch my 


tent in the camp of the lawyers.”

RELIEF FOR THE SCHOOLS. 

If the congestion in Atlanta’s public 
schools, necessitating the double sessions 
daily, could have been anticipated last Jan- 
uary, the cause would have been eliminated 
in the annual financial sheet, and the pa- 
rents, teachers and children would have been 
relieved in advance of the annoyance and 
trouble to which they have been put. 

Each year’s revenue must take care of 

each year’s expenses. The finance commit- 
tee knows this; council knows it. Trouble 
anticipated, therefore, is trouble provided 
against. If double sessions could have been 
foreseen the finance committee would not 
have had to scurry around as it has and dig 
up money that the city “hopes” to earn be- 
fore January, in order to get the schools 
“out of a hole.” 
3 The finance committee has done its best; 
there is no cause of complaint there. It has 
met the situation in so far as it was able, 
providing for forty-three additional teachers. 
The rest will come. 

Atlantans may congratulate themselves 
upon the fact that the end of double ses- 
sions is in sight, and that the school system 
will be given adequate support for 1915 to 
make the service ample and satisfactory 
from every standpoint, we have no doubt. 


THE ARTISTS AT WAR. 

A problem in Christianity or metaphys- 
ics—according as your viewpoint goes—is 
presented by the spectacle of some of the 
foremost artists and literary men of 
Europe joining the colors and jeopardizing 
life and efficiency. Is the life of a Maeter- 
linck or a Slezak worth more to civilization, 
should it be more religiously safeguarded, 
than the life of the humble peasant or the 


| lowly moujik? 


We are told reliably that when war 


broke over Europe, singers, painters, sculp- 


| tors, writers and poets of military age and 


fighting ability straightway answered the 


| call and exposed themselves to the dangers 


of the firing line. Over in the shambles 
that covers a continent, the brain, the 
genius and the talent of the old world, at 
least that part that is able to bear arms 
and that harbors a semblance of patriotism, 
is engaged in killing and being killed; in 
destroying, instead of creating, which latter 
is the function of the artist. And when it is 
all over, no one can tell what the world will 
suffer from absence of the strong voices 
that led it, voices now silenced, or made 
feeble by permanent invalidism. 

Some people believe the artist of the 
first class has no business to fight. That 
task, they say, is for men of coarser fiber; 
for the peasant, the farmer, the tradesman, 
the “roustabout” that loafs through London 
and Paris and Berlin, or makes free in the 
countryside about Belgium, though in that 
busy country they are tolerably intolerant 
of loafers. 

The theory is that the artist should be 
forcibly detained from war. Let others form 
fodder for cannon. They can be replaced. 
He cannot. What about it? 

The Christian view is that before God 
Almighty all lives have value; that the 
desolated home of the peasant is as agon- 
izing as the desolated home of the artist; 
that when the tocsin sounds, all barriers of 
caste and genius vanish and men become— 
just men, who ought to have an equal 
chance for life and happiness. 

Who can say? With old standards and 
ideals turned topsy-turvy, which view is 
right? Should the peasant offer up his 
life, and the artist be allowed to live for 
the joy and enlightenment of civilization? 

Whatever the answer, there is one thing 
that thrills as the call of the morning bugle 
—that is that however high their claim to 
genius, however sweet the adulation of 
audiences, however wonderful the lure of 
an artistic future, men still can be found 
who turn a dead ear to these siren pipings, 
and sally forth to kill or be killed, when that 
strange fever we call patriotism runs as 
wine through the blood.

James A. Farrell, of the United States Steel 
corporation, would not have received at this 
time, or perhaps at any time, the order 
which came from Queensland, Australia, this 
week for seventeen thousand tons of steel. 
Possibly in time of peace this order would 
have gone to England or to Germany. The 
thorough preparation for meeting all deé- 
mands from other lands ,for any kind of 
commodity manufactured by any of the sub- 
ordinates of the United States Steel corpo- 
ration made it possible to accept this order 
and to place it with the Homestead works, 
near Pittsburg. Presumably this steel is to 
be utilized for railroad construction in 
Queensland. 

{t is one of a number of important or- 
ders which have been received by American 
industry since the outbreak of the European 
war. Negotiations are now in progress 
which are likely’ to be followed by heavy 
exports to Russia, probably by way of the 
Pacific, large exports to Chile and signifi- 
cant exports to Great Britain, for these will 
consist chiefly of commodities and manufac- 
tured articles which Will be utilized in Great 
Britain in ‘the manufacture of rifles and 
equipment of war. | 

Speedily there will come demands of 
magnitude for American food products from 
Great Britain and from France. Our exports 
should be very heavy within a month or six 
weeks, and these will aid in bringing the 
international meney question and our own 
money situation tov a normal condition. 


Nation-wide Co-operation. 

There is already under way a plan which 
involves nation-wide co-operation, and it 1s 
one which if perfected will be facilitated by 
the heavy export movement which 1S in- 
evitable. In fact, this co-operation may make 
the resumption of exports on a large scale 
all the easier. It is co-operation in which 
the banks of the city of New York are to 
bear the chief responsibility. If the plan be 
earried out, the banks of this city will be 
called upon to furnish a little under fifty 
millions or between forty-five and fifty mil 
lions to a national gold pool, the maximuin 
is to be one hundred millions. Al- 
ready the banks of New York have partici- 
in an underwriting syndicate organ- 
ized for the purpose of paying New York 
city’s existing obligations abroad, eighty- 
two millions in all. The whole amount of 
this may have to be paid in gold. 

Now if the gold pool which is about to 
be organized with the approval of the fed- 
eral reserve board be fully subscribed to, 
then the share of New York city banks in 
this pool will be so large as to make the 
total gold contribution of the city banks 
utilized or mobilized for the purpose of 
meeting the exigencies of our international 
money market about one hundred and thirty 
millions. 

Curiously enough, this is the estimated 
figure of the average yearly amount of 
commercial obligations which represents the 
indebtedness of the United States abroad. 
These obligations are now due. They are 
purely commercial as distinguished from 
any obligations which may have been creat- 
ed by the sale of American securities. 

This unparalleled plan for national co- 
operation—in fact. it is unprecedented—re- 
flects the financial foresight and experience 
of James Burwick Forgan, who is president 
of the First National bank of Chicago, aad 
Albert H. Wiggin, who is president of the 
Chase National bank and chairman of the 
clearing house committee of New York. As- 
sociated with these 
are now brought to the front are, of course, 
others of recognized ability and unusual 
breadth of understanding. 

The gold pool proposition is understood 
to have been first worked out by Mr. Forgan. 
With the reorganization of the First Na- 
tional bank of Chicago and with the highly 
important, although not publicly conspicu- 
ous, association of Norman B. Ream with 
that reorganization, Mr. Forgan was brought 
to the institution and speedily brought it 
into the ranks of the pre-eminently great 
American banks. His experience in manag- 
ing upon broad lines a banking institutior. 
of this kind and the nation-wide associations 
which this management made in- 
evitable undoubtedly especially quali- 
fied Mr. Forgan for first con- 
ceiving and then perfecting a plan which 
in all probability is to be of inconceivable 
value to American business men who now 
have obligations abroad to meet. who have 
the credit and the resources with which to 
meet them, but who find the money market 
deadlocked so that they cannot utilize their 
resources. 

Albert H. Wiggin in the panic of 1907 
revealed himself as a banker possessing 
great breadth of view, courage tempered by 
good judgment and the master of many re- 
sources—not meaning by that pure banking 
resources, of which he is also master. He 
was one of the bankers who were in close 
association with the late J. Pierpont Morgan 
when the latter was planning and then ex- 
ecuting his brilliant campaign which had 
the ending of the panic and the restoration 
of normal money conditions in view. Those 
who attended the conferences in Mr. Mor- 
gan’'s library, one of which at least lasted 
all night, spoke afterwards of the valuable 
counsel which Mr. Wiggin gave, and in the 
banking world of this city it became known 
that by reason of his demonstration of great 
abllity, equally great mental resources, cour- 
age and good judgment, he commanded the 
confidence of Mr. Morgan, which was main- 
tained and even increased from that time 
until the latter’s death.

Bearing the Burden. 


What Mr. Forgan was doing in Chicago 
shortly before the conference between the 
committees who represented the twelve 
regional districts and the federal reserve 
board Mr. Wiggin was also doing in New 
York city. His labor was incessant, and it 
was of a kind of which he bore the entire 
burden. It was due to his appeal that the 
banks in the federal reserve district of 
which New York city is the center practical- 
ly without exception furnished detailed, al- 
though, or course, confidential, information 
which was of the highest value at the con- 
ference between the federal reserve board 
and the twelve regional reserve committees. 
Furthermore, it was due to Mr. Wiggin’s ap- 
peal that favorable responses were obtained 
from almost all of the banks in the New 
York districts which are members of the 
federal reserve system. As a whole, they 


pledged themselves to stand with him in| 


this proposition. 

That is the reason why the plan has 
progressed so far that after the banks of 
the -central reserve cities, New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, have pledges themselves 
to co-operate together with the banks of 
Boston and Philadelphia, the federal reserve 
board will intimate to the banks of the 
reserve district of the United States that it 
is expedient that they co-operate in this 
plan, each contributing proportionately to 


the amount of resources and reserves they | 
shall hold. The undertaking is therefore to | 


be national, while the recent underwriti 

by the banks of New York city and tr 
bankers of New York city’s obligations was 
purely eXclusive, as, of course, it-must have 
been. The expectation is strong that with 
the establishment of this gold pool and the 
furnishing thereby of means by which com- 
mercial America can pay its foreign obli- 
gations now outstanding a great step will 
have been taken toward the resumption of 
fairty comfortable, if not entirely normal 
conditions.

VACCINATION. 


Vaccination is a method of cheating 
smallpox out of its just results by‘ spoiling 
the territory in advance. 

Smallpox is produced by a most unde- 
sirable microbe which sprawls through the 
human system and messes it up in a scan- 
dalous manner. A man who is entertaining 
a case of smallpox, moreover, usually dis- 
tributes samples among his neighbors in 
an open-hahded, generous manner which 
makes the disease spread faster than a 
new dance. 

A hundred years ago smallpox was ex- 
ceedingly fatal, and even when it did not 
kill its victim it left him with a face look- 
ing like a pianola record. When smallpox 
got into a community in those days it 
usually weeded out the population in a syS- 
tematic manner, leaving just enough to 
start a new commercial club and begin busi- 
ness on a small scale. Soft-hearted his- 
torians -curse the white man for eradicating 
the noble copper-tinted Indian—at which 
smallpox smiles sarcastically—for it has 
wiped out many tribes single-handed with- 
out the use of rum, famine or land agents. 

More than a century ago Dr. Jenner dis- 
covered that if a little virus from a dow 
who was entertaining smallpox germs was 
injected into a human arm, that arm would 
have a case of smallpox all by itself; and, 
moreover, the body which owned the arm 
would be immune henceforth. It ts rather 
hard on the arm, which swells up into a 
red globe rather more painful than a sore 
tooth, but it is a great relief to the com- 
plexion, and the sick arm was neither dan- 
serous nor contagious. 

Millions of people got vaccinated after 
Jenner’s discovery was tested and the world 
was full of pensive men. and women who 
yelled mournfully whenever anything touch- 
ed their arms. Today vaccination is compul- 
sory in most placés and many people wish 
its good effects could be extended to other 
contagions like love, extravagance and 
tangoitis. 

There are some 
protest against 


free souls who 
vaccination with their 
whole might and assert their inalienable 
right to have smallpox if they want to. 
They also declare that vaccination doesn’t 
do any good. However, it must be admitted 
that when vaccination came in smallpox 
went out and has never returned except in 
a dejected and toothless form. 

People should be allowed to go unvacci- 
nated and treat themselves to smallpvx 
whenever they please—but not in the midst 
of a society which doesn’t care for the dis- 
ease. They should be allowed to revel in 
their privileges—by themselves—say, in 
Spitzbergen.

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FIRST CABIN, 


First cabin is that part of a steamship 
in which the millionaires and swimming 
pools may be found. 

Almost everybody who goes to Europe 
travels first cabin. There is also a second 
cabin which is generally full, but it is ex- 
ceedingly hard to discover anyone who has 
crossed the ocean in the second cabin. Men 
who willadmit with great calmness that they 
have helped put a stock company out of its 
misery, thereby transferring the misery to 
the stockholders, would go to any length 
to conceal the horrible fact that they have 
ever traveled second class on the ocean. 

First cabins are very fine, and the pam- 
pered traveler lounges in the lap of luxury 
in an almost scandalous manner. It is possi- 
ble to secure on a modern steamship accom- 
modations which the ordinary passenger has 
never suspected could exist. First-class 
cabins are full of awed travelers wandering 
timidly through Pompeiian breakfast rooms, 
using valets.in a nervous, unskillful man- 
ner and eating food with the assistance of a 
dress suit for the first time in their lives. 

All this luxury is quite expensive. It 
costs about $65 to cross the ocean second- 
class in a large steamer and about $65. 
more to rent the use of the gilt furnishings; 
palmrooms and haughty help in the t- 
class section for five days. Of course, -the 
food in the first-class cabin is very fine, Dut 
there is nothing more exasperating than to 
eat a $5 meal paid for in advance and then 
to discover that it produces as much in- 
ternal woe as a can of last year’s beans. 

The first cabin is very desirable because 
it enables the occupant to stand at the rear 
rail and look down upon the second-class 
passengers with as much interest as if they 
were animals in a menagerie. However, 
there are some grave drawbacks to the first- 
class section of any great steamship. One 
of them is the number of second, third and 
fourth-class people in it. It is very discour- 
aging to spend all the money one has saved 
in ten years for first-class accommodations 
and then to discover the usual number of 
Berkshire and Poland.China humans on the 
decks. ° 

Moreover, by traveling second-class one 
can escape the haughty people who go to 
Europe twice a year with three maids and 
forty-seven trunks. Next to encountering 
an iceberg in mid-ocean, the most chilling 
experience is that of trying to wish one 
of the people a pleasant good morning. 

TRUNKS, 

A trunk is a receptacle for clothes and 
a favorite means of producing the short, 
sharp cuss word which afflicts modern so- 
ciety so severely. 

Trunks aré very durable because they 
are regarded as missiles by baggagemen 
who amuse themselves by throwing trunks 
at the United States from a car door when- 
ever possible. There was a time when a 
strong baggageman could smash a trunk in 
two rounds, but modern science has made 
the trunk so strong that Baggage cars are 
now made of steel to stand the wear and 
tear.

Delegates From Many States 
Will Attend Food Crops 
Meeting Monday. 


Some of the best minds of the south- 
eastern states will set to work to solve 
the problems of reducing cotton acre- 
age and increasing the production of 
food crops when the Southeastern Food 
Crops conference is called to order in 
the hall of the Georgia house of rep- 
resentatives in Atlanta on the morning 
of October 5. 

In addition to the commissioners of 
agriculture of the southeastern states 
and representatives of the agricultural 
colleges and the farm demonstration 
service, a large number ,of delegates 
will represent chambers of commerce 
and.the mercantile and banking lines 
of the section. 

The “Lee County Plan,” providing a 
legal contract between farmers to re- 
duce cotton acrage by means of incor- 
poration of an association, will be pre- 
sented to the conference by the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce. It ia thought 
probable that this plan will be indorsed 
by the delegates for their own states 
as the most practical.of any yet made 
public, and that the delegates from 
other states, as well as Georgia, will 
undertake the’ work of organizing 
county-by-county for carrying through 
this method of reducing cotton acreage, 
and that, at the same time, every means 
will be used to secure increased plant- 
ing of wheat, corn, oats and hay. 

The report of a committee of experts 
in dealing in grain will be put before 
the conference by the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Commissioner of 
Agriculture James Price, of Georgia, to 
show exactly what the farmer must do 
in preparing his grains and hay for 
market to make them command the 
full market price in competition with 
western products, and to make them a 
proper basis for credit for both ad- 
vances of supplies by merchants and 
money by bankers.

Charles A. Sheldon 
will play the organ accompaniments 
to the hymns, while Dr. Kraft will

The stately 
beauty of this composition may be 
brought out most effectively upon the 
great organ at the Auditorium. The 
two other organ selections will be the 
“Funeral March” of Chopin and a fan- 
tasie on “Lead Kindly Light,” by Dr. 
Kraft. 

The chorus, directed by Dr. Kraft, 
will sing the hymns, “Lord of Our 
Life,” “Barnaby,” “O God Our Help in 
Ages Past” and a hymn by Charles A. 
Sheldon, “Prayer for Peace.” Mrs. 
Grace Lee Brown-Townsend will sing 
a solo, “Let Us Have Peace.” 

Ambitious Program. 

The program for the peace meeting 
will be the most ambitious accomplish- 
ment of Dr. Kraft in Atlanta. However, 
by his recitals at the organ Sunday 
afternoons he has achieved wide popu- 
larity and made for himself hundreds 
of friends and admirers among the 
music lovers of the city. 

Dr. Kraft has been city organist of 
Atlanta since January of the present 
year. During that time he has given 
thirty-three Sunday afternoon recitals 
in the Auditorium and has trained the 
music festival chorus of 250 voices 
into one of the best organized choruses 
in the southern states. 

It has been through the efforts of 
Dr. Kraft that the Georgia chapter 
of the American Guild of Organists is 
now in the progress of formation. The 
American Guild of Organists is the 
highest recognized body of organists 
in America. There are thirty other 
chapters in the United States, the for- 
mation of the Georgia chapter making 
a total of thirty-one, 

Although Dr. Kraft has become most 
popular and thoroughly well liked 
since his stay in Atlanta, he has not 
courted public favor in his recitals by 
over-rich programs of heavy, intel- 
lectual movements, nor, on the other 
hand, by the rendition of too many 
sentimental tunes. He has attempted 
neither to awe nor to humor his au- 
diences, but to entertain them. 

Dr. Kraft is an organist with a mis- 
sion. His mission is not to satisfy a 
craving already existing, but rather to 
create and stimulate a desire for 
music, not that he has failed in the 
former, but that the latter is his forte. 

Dr. Kraft has more than a complete 
mastery of the organ, he has that 
rare and intangible, but nevertheless

AGAIN GOES DOWN 


Very Few Defaults of Octo- 
ber Interest Payments Re- 
ported—Some Sales of Un- 
listed Securities. 


New York, October 1.—With the 
actual inauguration of the $100,000,000 
gold pool, for which account a consid- 
erable sum of gold was shipped to Can- 
ada, foreign exchange suffered another 
setback today, cables declining to 4.97 
and demand to 4.96. Subsequently 
these rates hardenea a trifle, but most 
London bills (were negotiated at the 
lower rates. 

Apart from renewals, the local money 
market was extremely dull. Canadian 


banks placed small sums of money at) 


7 per cent forthirty days and some out- 
of-town institutions resumed 
purchases of—mercantile paper at an 
average rate of 7T per cent. The true 
state of the market was shown, 
ever, in the price paid by the Erie rail- 
road for a five months’ extensjon of 
its 6 per cent notes, which matured 
today. The cost to the railroad was 
said to be about 8% per cent. 

Contrary to expectation, very few 
defaults of October interest payments 
were reported, among the notable in- 
stances being the International Mer- 
cantile Marine company on its 4% 
per cent bonds. Further improvement 
in general bonds was noted, with a 
continuance of the demand for the new 
city notes. Sales of unlisted securities 
at: moderate recessions were made Dy 
the joint committee having these trans- 
actions in hand. 

Price-cutting in some finished prod- 
ucts for home use was announced by 
independent manufacturers of iron and 
Domestic orders are in slightly 
better volume, but the further curtall- 
ment of operations at leading indus- 
trial centers indicates a dubious out- 
look. Steel exports are being held 
back, it is said, because of the belief 
that the general price schedule must 
go lower. 

Two of the largest railway systems— 
the Pennsylvania and New York Cen- 
tral—submitted August earnings to- 
day. East of Pittsburg the Pennsy!- 
vania showed an increase of $477,000 in 
operating income, while its western 
lines fell off $142,000. New York Cen- 
tral’s income increased $286,000, but is 
smaller for the first eight months of 
the calendar year by $1,200,000. 

The most noteworthy features of the 
weekly statement of the Bank of Eng- 
land are a fyrther increase in its gold 
holdings, which now aggregate the 
record-breaking total of $264,580,000.

New York, October 1.—Dan Talmage & 
Co. say that advices received during the 
past week from prominent. markets through- 
out the country report steady improvement 
in general trade conditions. Disappointment 
is evident in some quarters becaues of the 
slowing down in the export demand, but 
while buyers are still disposed to be con- 
servative in their operations the market 
Is fairly well sustained and, in fact, is 
more nearly normal than for some time 
back, which indicates a steady return of 
confidence. Prices early last week eased 
off slightly In both rough and cleaned rice, 
but, with a little quickening in the general 
market, values were again keyed up. The 
demand from the general grocery trade has 
shown more disposition to sort up as varie- 
ties in assortment are, at the moment, more 
attractive and plentiful. 

Advices from the south along the Atlantic 
coast note slight improvement and if the 
cotton situation would clear up so that the 
planters could turn their crop successfully 
it would enlarge their facilities for taking 
on other products required in the house- 
hold economy. At New Orleans the of- 
ferings of the mills are in greater volume, 
but, with Improved demand from the gen- 
eral trade, dealers are more inclined to 
widen out their buying. 

In the interior, southwest Louisiana, Tex- 
as, and Arkansas, the harvest is proceeding 
with unprecedented success. The run from 
the mills is turning out in finer shape as 
to quality and yield at the pounder, and it 
is evident that the apprehension due to 
short ucreage is being dispelled and every- 
thing promises a yield quite up to last 
year. 

Just at the-moment there is a “standoff” 
between the planters and the millers, it 
being claimed that the fixed minimum of 
$4.00 for rough by the planters leaves no 
profit te the mills on their output of 
cleaned.
